Texas Mob Visit Terrible Punish- 


ment Upon Confessed /4s- 
sailant of White Woman. 


Citizens From Miles Around Flock To Scene 


Armed Heavily—Missouri Mob Awaits 
Negro's Identification by His Victim 


Before Lynching. 


DALLAS, Tex., May 22.—At 12:15 the 


regro, Dudley Morgan, who is alleged to 
have criminally assaulted Mr.-. McKay, 
wife of section foreman McKay, at Lan- 
sing, Tex., wai burned at the stake at 
Lansing. 


According to a telegram from 
Hall- 


ville, the nearest telegraph station, he 
was captured this morning and taken 
before Mrs. McKay 
for 
identification. 


His last statement just before the lire 
was applied was: 
"Tel! my wife good- 


bye and tell hw how I ivent. Tell her I 
was guilty of the charge and it all oc- 
curred on account of Whaley Kurd. He 
persuaded me 
to do it, and said lie 


would do the same. We planned it at 
the section -house before daylight Sutur- 
dav." Morgan, it is alleged .assaulted 
Mrs, McKay at Lansing switch hist Sat- 
urday morning.

nml 2 p. ra. Arriving at Lansing the 
miserable negro moved in a mechanical 
way wherever he was pushed and seem- 
ed'to be dazed by his awful surround- 
ings. The train crew who witnesed the 
biirning sny the sight was indescribable 
It seemed as if everybody had a weapon 
and that a great slaughter might -be pre- 
cipitated hy the slightest adverse move- 
ment. 
The negro acknowledged the 


crime and implicated Whaley Hur<l,_ a 
negro, who was hanged at tho beginninr 
of°thc eluise, and who exchanged clothe.-, 
with Morgan.

KINGSTON", Island of St. Vincent, 


Monday, 'May 10.—Another great erup- 
tion of' the Soufriere 
volcano occurred 


last night. Throughout Sunday the fcd- 
joining districts trembled, and some of 
the shocks were felt here. Smoke issued 
from the craters and fissures of the 
mountain and tdie atmosphere through- 
out the Island oi SI. Vincent was ex- 
ceedingly hot. 
While the worshippers 


•wore returning from, church at 8:30 p. 
m. fin alarming, luminous cloud sudden- 
ly ascended many 
miles high, in the 


• north of the 
island, and 
drifted slug- 


gishly 
to the northeast. 
Incessant 


lightning fell on the mountain and one 
ncverc flash seemed to strike about three 
mile* from Kingstown. The. thunderous 
Tumblings in the cmters lasted for two 
(hours and then diminished 
until they 


became mere 
murrauri ngs. 
The 
re- 


mainder of the night was clear. Ashes 
fell from 10 o'clock until midnight. The 
inhabitants were frenzied with 
fear at 


the time of the outbreak, dreading a 
repetition 
of tine catastrophe which 


caused such terrible loss of life on this 
island. 


They ran from the streets into 
the 


open counrty, crying and praying for 
preservation 
from another calamity. 


No one on 
the isUiul oi' St. Vincent 


slept that night. 


Report* received here 
from the dis- 


tricts in the vicinity of the volcano say 
that the rumblings of the craters were 
appalling and that streams of lava were 
flowing down the mountain side. 


The villagers who.had fled to Chateau 


Bdlair and Georgetown for safety 
are 


now pouring into Kingstown, tliis_being 
the furtherest town from the_ Soirfricre. 


The Royal Mail 
steamer 
Wear 


bringing refugees here from Chateau Be- 
lair. 
Kingston is now congested 
and 


the de:i!iinds on the government are in- 
creasing rapidly as more -uul -more peo- 
ple &rc obliged to leave their homes. 


FORT DE FRANCE, Island of Marti-

There is a mortgage 
on it. of S3.000; it must in some 
way 


pay taxes on 98,000. while the next farm 
assessed at the same value, -but having 
no- mortgage, pays only on $5.000. 
The 


holder of the mortgage will not pay the 
taxes on his share and cannot be marie 
lo do so, except in individual cases, nnd 
ultiir.ia.tcly he will get it out. of the land 
anyway. He will raise the interest, con- 
traet with the mortgager 
to pay for 


hiir., charge a commission for lending 
or take his money to some ether mar- 
ket. 


California tried this proposed system 


of assessing the mortgage and permit- 
ting the mortgager to pay the taxes as 
a payment on the debt. It could not be 
enforced and was abandoned. If a man 
choose to pay another ;i sum of money 
he could not -be prevented. 
If he bor 


rowed', he was sure to volunteer to pay 
the taxes, 'but was not obliged to. Mis 
soiiri tried it. The first effect 
drove 


money out of the state. The next effect 
•was evasion so general that an attempt 
was made to reduce the legal rate of in- 
terest- as a.n offset. 
The end was a 


speedy abandonment 
of the law. 
Both 


went back to their old way of theoreti- 
cal double taxation, practical evasion, as 
it is here. The'only ones against whom 
the law can be enforced are, the helpless, 
the extra honest and those whose mis- 
fortune brings them into 
the probate 


courts. 


"As our law stands, assessors are but 


doing bheir sworn duty in chasing down 
mortgages and other evidences of debt. 
The effect will 'be to make the law tin- 
popular by revealing its preat inequal- 
ity, its injustice and its utter impracti- 
cability. Theyquickcr the people come 
sen this, the better for the state. If 
tho basis of taxation'ig value, it must 
be taxed but once and that where it ex- 
ists. When money is lent, the value goes 
to the boroiver; he uses it and for pro- 
fit. 
When he pays, -he returns the value. 


And whether this'be the right doctrine 
or not, the lender can and will in some 
way exact the tnxcs that may be laid 
upon his mortgage or notes." •'"

LAW. ' 


Now that the Minnesota .primary elec- 


tion law , as applied in • the city 
- of St. 


Paul has been tested there, is arising a 
'demand for a revision.- Tlie defects of 
the law are plainly visible and the St. 
Paul Pioneer Press, which has i»en a 
steadfast, favorable 
exponent of 
the 


law previous to the last painful results 
now voices a list of defects from which 
it says the law must he purged. 


One great defect or fault is that the 


law confines the choice of • the voter to 
the usual class of 
office seekers— self- 


appointed candidates, those who can 
hustle for signatures and pay the bills 
for 
services done and 
fee required. 


This defect leaves no choice to voters, 
exceot for some one or this class. An- 
other objection, says this paper, is that 
the primary law does not provide a way 
for the ascertaining of the will of the 
voters, that is a majority of the voters 
in cither party when a number of candi- 
dates present themselves. Tlie law, as 
it now stands: "When the vote of the 
party is so divided that neither party 
lias a majority, imposes upon the party 
as its candidates, 
the choice of a mi 


norit'y, perhaps of a small minority, of 
its voters." It is all right 
when there 


ore but two candidates, for one must 
have had the absolute majority of the 
delegates, "ant when there are more the 
candidate having the largest vote is suc- 
cessful, no matter how many candidates. 
Thus, with five candidates, as had the 
Republicans at. the last election out of 
8,035 votes cast one received 3,312, 
the 


second 1,807, the -third 1,407, the fourth

HAVANA, May 20.—The natal clay 


of the republic of Cuba found Havana ar- 
rayed like a queen to await the coming 
ot her lord. She seemed reinvested for 
the occasion with the dignity of the 
prosperous days of her power and wealth. 
The decorations were universal. In sonic 
cases men had worked all night with the 
light of torches to complete elaborate 
designs. There'was not a residence, pre- 
tentious or humble thai did not bear 
upon its quaint'facade-some emblem in 
honor of the event. The many arches 
erected at the entrances of plazas by po- 
litical societies, fraternal 
clubs, resi- 


dents of various civil divisions of the 
city and business organisations hud an 
air of real grandeur. The scairolding 
was covered with canvas painted in imi- 
tation of marble, and from a distance tne 
illusion was complete. Bunting spread 
on Venetian masts canopied the deep, 
narrow streets from the rays of the sun. 
Beneath these canopies the Cuban col- 
ors and palms graced the open doorways, 
through which glimpses could be caught 
of luxuriant gardens, in cool inner .courts. 
Many of the balconies jutting from the 
white walled ouildings 
were 
adorned 


with roses. . Nature seemed in harmony 
with the spirit of the festivities. The 
parks were literally aflame with tropi- 
cal flowers, and the vaulted sky above 
mi"ht have been chUcllwl out of tur- 
quoise. The whole city seemed sudden- 
ly buried beneath a forest of waving 
banners. 


The decorations along the water front 


were exceedingly lavish and all the ship- 
pin" in the harbor was dressed in gala 
attire. The majority of the ships Hew 
the American ensign at the main and the 
Cuban colors at the fore or mizzon. The 
United States armored cruiser Brooklyn 
whoch was to take Gen. Wood away, and 
the steamer Morro Castle of the Ward 
line, on which the troops were to em- 
bark, as well as the foreign warships 
which had been sent by their govern- 
ments to be present at the birth of the 
new Republic, were drcss.'d with streams 
of signal (lags, fore and aft, man-of-war 
fashion. The American 
colors, 
which 


were to be hauled down in a few hours, 
still flouted above the grim walls of the 


plaza were choked into a solid mass of 
humanity end every'door and window 
fronting the square was walled in with 
faces, white and black, old and young, 
male'and female. Then crowds sought 
the roofs, overflowing 
every building 


that commanded a view 'of the flag staff 
on the palace.' As far as the' eye could 
see chc roof lines were fringed with hu- 
man freight. It was a sight to live for- 
ever in memory. Drawn up below, in 
the open spare of the plaza were eight 
dismounted troops of the Seventh caval- 
ry, with sabres at their heels. Then- 
horses were already on board the steam- 
er which was to take them back to the 
United Slates. 


Shortly before 11:30 a. m. those who 


were to witness the ceremony began to 
arrive in carriages, through 
s. street 


kept clear by the police. All the naval 
officers were arrayed in full uniform, re- 
splendent in gold braid 
and 
plumed 


chapcaux. The Cubans, generally wore 
black frock suits, white waist coats and 
silk coats. They formed a distinguished 
looking assemblage as they gathered in 
the audience chamber. 


The ceremony itself 
was 
brief and 


simple. After " formal greetings, 
Gen. 


Wood 
read the documentary transfer 


prepared by the war department, pledg- 
in" the new government to iramcdiatly 
proclaim the constitution, and the Platt 
amendment contained in the appendix, 
and to undertake all obligations assum- 
ed by the United States, with respect to 
Culm by the treaty of Paris.

He was -captured near 
Mount Pleasant by a mixed posse of 
men from this place under Marshal 
Hallville, who had 
followed 
from the 


first, through almost unsurmountable 
difficulties on account of the negro hav- 
ing so many relatives and friends to help 
him all along the route.

Mr. Hoar-said he was to jiiscuss and 


denouncer what seemed to him one of the 
most -wicked and foolisa chapters in his- 
tory; yefc'-he-wta cooripelled to admit, 
he said*, that that the men who were re- 
sponsible for it were neither-wicked nor 
foolish. 


'Mr. Hoar maintained thafc his 
con- 


science would not permit him to follow 
these men and his conscience was 
the 


only authority he felt "hound to obey in 
this matter. He said that the share 
which it was proposed to give the Fili- 
pinos in the proposed scheme of govern- 
ment-was an admission that many of 
them Averc fit' for self-government. 
The 


Unite'd States was fighting to secure a 
dependency, not a republic, a govern- 
ment of our making and not a govern- 
ment of the Filipinos making. 


Discussing the testimony taken by the 


Philippine committee. Mr. Hoar said it 
had contained some pregnant admis- 
sions. What vindicates that which has 
%een done so far is the saving the isl- 
ands from 
anarchy and the material 


benefit conferred upon the Philippine 
people. 


What the fathers of the republic said 


and our. century of glorious history 
were appealed to" in vain. "Their lessons 
fell upon the ears of men dazzled toy mil- 
itary glory and delirious with the lust 
of conquosVyHc compared the situation 
in Cii'ba with thafc in the Philippines and 
demanded to know which was the bet- 
ter.Mr. Hoar recited a chapter of the his- 
tory "of this country which, he 
said, 


showed thafc the present policy of . the 
government was in contradiction of the 
Monroe doctrine as it was a contradic- 
tion of independence. He said that if 
the present way was followed the declar- 
ation of independence Avould toe repealed 
and nothing would be left of the Monrop.

This government had erected a repub- 


lic in Cuba and a despotism in the Phil- 
ippines. Sis hundred millions of treas- 
ure and 10,000 American lives had been 
sacrificed in that endeavor.

migrants -were largely confined to Great 
Britain, Germany and northern portions 
of Europe a'nd they were welcome. Now, 
however, immigration comes in a large 
degree from 
the eastern and southern 


quarters of Europe and these immi- 
grants arc not desiraible additions to our 
population. Five years from now, said 
Mr. Hepburn, "these people will be vot- 
ers. "I don't want the voting power of 
the United States diluted in that way." 


Mr. Perkins (N. Y.) contended that 


the tax ''of $1.60 on each immigrant 
would not serve as a bar to immigra- 
tion, which drew from Mr. Hepburn the 


• remark•'that in many cases immigrants 
•appropriate their last cent to the puv-' 
chase of steamship' tickets and if there 
was an added cost they would not come. 


Mr. Cochran (Mo.) insisted that^the 


'best way to regulate immigration was 
to have the foreigners apply .to our con- 
suls for permission to sail .rather than 
allow them to come here and claim the 
right-to land.

Inhabitants Run Through the Streets 


"While Stones and Hot Ashes Rain 


Down From Swirling 


Cloucli Above. 


PORT OF SPAIN, Island of Trinidad, 


Monday, May 10—The further outbreak 
of the Soufriere volcano, on the Island of 
St. Vincent, yesterday is now apparent- 
ly modifying. 
While it 
lasted 
there 


were heavy explosions and discharges of. 
electric fire at night. 


KINGSTON, Island of St. Vincent, 


Monday, May 19.—Another great erup- 
tion of" the Soufriere 
volcano occurred 


last night. Throughout Sunday the ad- 
joining districts trembled, and some of 
the Shocks were felt here. Smoke issued 
from the craters and fissures of the 
mountain and tihe atmosphere through- 
ouit the Island o-f St. Vincent was ex- 
ceedingly hot. 
While the worshippers 


-were returning from church at 8:30 p. 
m. an alarming, luminous cloud sudden- 
ly ascended 
many miles high, in the 


north of the island, and 
drifted slug- 


gishly 
to 
-t-he northeast. 
Incessant 


lightning fell on the mountain and one 
severe flash seemed to strike about three 
miles from Kingstown, The thunderous 
rumblings in the craters lasted for two 
•hours and then diminished until they 
became mere 
imirmurin-gs. 
The 
re- 


mainder of the night was clear. 
Ashes 


fell from 10 o'clock until midnight. The 
inhabitants were frenzied with 
fear at 


the time of the outbreak, dreading a 
repetition, of 
tfhe catastrophe which 


caused such terrible loss of life on this 
island. 


They ran from the streets into 
the 


open counrty, crying and praying for 
preservation 
from 
another 
calamity. 


No one on 
the island of St. Vincent 


slept that night. 


Reports received here 
from the dis- 


tricts in the vicinity of the volcano say 
that the rumblings of the craters were 
appalling and that streams of lava were 
flowing down the mountain side. 


The villagers •who.had fled to Chateau 


Eclair and Georgetown for safety 
are 


now pouring into Kingstown, this being 
the furbherest town from the Soofricrc. 


The Royal Mail 
steamer Wear is 


bringing refugees here from Chateau Be- 
lair. Kingston is now congested 
and 


•the demands on the government are in- 
creasing rapidly as more -tuul more peo- 
ple a,re obliged to leave their homes. 


FORT DE FRANCE, Island of Marti- 


nique, May -21.—Yesterday's eruption of 
Mont Pelee, xvas ten times as violent as 
that which destroyed St. Pierre. Colos- 
sal columns of 
volcanic 
matter 
were 


ejected from the volcano, which rained 
huge, red hot boulders, many feet in 
diameter, on the ruins of St. Pierre and 
the country near it, from an enormous 
elevation and with fearful velocity. The 
volcanic 
clouds 
advanced 
until 
th.--y 


reached Fort de France. 


The spectacle was appalling and bo- 


yoml description. The whole population 
of Fort de France was thrown into a 
frenzy of panic, during which soldiers, 
poUcr, men and women, 
all 
terrified, 


frantic, wreping and 
praying, rushed 


through the streets, while overhead, the 
glowing, fiery clouds rolled relentlessly 
and rallied flown stones, still hot amid 
the swirling ashes. 


The steam launch Funist:is and cruis- 


er Cincinnati took some refugees to the 
French cruiser Huchet, and nearly a hun- 
dred persons .sought 
safety 
on 
the 


United States special steamer Potomac. 


At 10 o'clock the Pntomae went to in- 


vestigate matters, and all reports agree 
that Lieut. Benjamin B. Me 
Cormick, 


the commander of the steamer did great 
work. 
He went iu close to St. Pierre 


and found that city had been bombard- 
ed with enormous stones from the vol- 
cano and that the ruins left standing 
after the first great disaster had been 
nearly razed. 
Millions of tons of ashes 


then covered the ruined, city, Further 
south, smaller stones had destroyed the 
houses of the brave villagers who hud 
stuck to their homes.

POPULATION PANIC STRICKEN. 
PARIS, May 21.—Governor 1'Huerre, 


of the island of Martinique, in a cable

cult and dangerous. 


It is reported that the whole popula-

long ago. It will have two distinct re- 
sults. First, to reduce the present rate 
of taxation 
for all, and 
second, will 


cause a sentiment in favor of compelling 
all individuals and corporations to pay 
their proper 
proportion of the taxes. 


This is now an issue that must not be 
ignored by any man or any party that 
cares for future success. The issue is 
vital and will not down." 


A Milwaukee pnper came back at 
the 


Waukesha paper 
with the following 


amendments and arguments: 


"Let us amend the reasons. First, it 


will be double taxation so far as en- 
forced. 
Second, it •will not reduce the 


rate for all or lessen taxation. Third., 
it will not reduce evasion. Fourth, it -is 
not an equalization of taxes; the more' 
it is evaded, the more equalized will be 
taxation. Fifth, it is the law and so far 
it is right to interfere. A farm is as- 
sessed at $5,000. 
There is a mortgage 


on it, of $3,000; it must in some way 
pay taxes on $8,000, while the next farm 
assessed at the same value, but having 
no mortgage, pays only on $5,000. The 
holder of the mortgage will not pay the 
taxes on his share and cannot be made 
to dp so, except in individual eases, and 
ultimately he will get it out. of the land 
anyway. He will raise the interest, con- 
tract with the mortgager 
to pay for 


him, 
charge a commission for lending 


or take his money to some other mar- 
ket. 


California tried this proposed system 


of assessing the mortgage and permit- 
ting the mortgager to pay the taxes as 
a payment on tho debt. It could not be 
enforced and was abandoned. If a man 
choose to pay another a sum of money 
he could not be prevented. 
If he bor- 


rowed', he was sure to volunteer to pay 
the taxes, but was not obliged to. Mis- 
souri tried . it. 
The first effect 
drove 


money out of the state. The next elTect 
was evasion so general that an attempt 
was made to reduce the legal rate of in- 
terest as an offset. 
The end wns a 


speedy abandonment of the law. 
Both 


went back to their old way of theoreti- 
cal double taxation, practical evasion, as 
it is here. The 'only ones against whom 
the law can be enforced are the helpless, 
the extra honest and those whose mis- 
fortune brings them into 
the probate 


courts. 
' 


"As our law stands, assessors are but 


doing their sworn duty in chasing down 
mortgages and other evidences of debt. 
The effect will be to make the law un- 
popular 'by revealing its great inequal- 
ity, its injustice and its utter impracti- 
cability. The\quicker the people come 
see this, the- better for the state. ll 
the basis of taxation 'is value, it must 
be taxed but once and that where it ex- 
ists. When monsy is lent, the value goes 
to the borower; 'lie uses it and for pro- 
fit. When he pays, 'he returns fchc value. 
And whether this* -be the right doctrine 
or not, the lender can and will in some. 
way exact the taxes that may bo laid 
upon his mortgage or notes,"/ .-.'.

THE MODERN TRUST. 


The cold truth, unadulterated, undi- 


luted, is that every »dded trust or corn-, 
•bane or trade agreement concentrates 
things and throws multitudes out of em- 
ployment. People, however specious the 
pleas'for concentration, 
are convinced 


their true--interests lies in more numer- 
ous enterprises, that the spirit of the 
times is not in gathering together inan- 
ufacuring plants, in alleged 
necessities 


to combine so that two men can do the 
work of three to five., or seven men the 
work of-ten.* men; that ten separate mil- 
lion dollar'plants, for instance, is worth 
far more to the community than one 
plant 
of ten 'millions or ten plants 


formed in a company of community of 
interests rby which various 
economies 


arc accomplished, at the 
expense of 


other industrial interests. Besides it is 
not an unsuspected truth that the aver- 
age trust would not have succeeded had 
3iot the management resorted to ways 
and means that have throttled free trade, 
Imve- -helped to Wot out the independent 
manufacturer by means of rank 
trade 


conspiracies, by means such as the coal 
trust and others have employed, which 
have made the retailor subservient in 
every -way to 
their orders or instruc- 


tions. But now the word comes that 
even the retailer is to be effected, 
and 


hereafter 
the trust will sell direct to 


the consumer. 


The trusts are to sell direct to the 


consumer, thus blotting out everywhere 
•hundreds of men 'who have hitherto en- 
joyed a fair livelihood. That is, instead 
of a dozen men making a fair profit in 
the average city," there will lie but 
one 


man in the future enjoying a good sal- 
ary, the others can do as they are 
minded, to say nothing of the wage 
earners thrown out of work. This mny 
be the economy of the 
politician, the 


tendency of the times that can not be 
restrained but it is making a very few in- 
dividuals enormously rich, and 
these 


giant, fortunes are seriously menacing 
the highest interests of the American 
people. 


But 
no more forcible commentary 


could be made upon the concentrated 
strength of the trusts that the state- 
ment that the meat puckers who have 
managed through, agreements to do up 
the American people may find it neces- 
sary to organiEe now into one concern 
under some 
easy 
state charter 
thnt 


their methods may be legalized. Just 
think of it, to form an aggregated trust 
that they may do legally -what the gov- 
ernment is now endeavoring to assail 
through the law. Could anything more 
pointedly illustrate the immense power 
the trusts have gathered to themselves, 
Could anything more pitifully illustrate 
the helplessness oi the people and the 
triumph of the trust and the politician? 
A national anti-trust law and 
utterly 


inadequate to accomplish its plan 
in 


•mandates, since the attorney general of 
the United States advises the president 
of tho United States the trust known 
as the United States Steel 
corporation 


can not be successfully attacked under 
the Sherman anti-trust Jaw, and that #he 
cial trust has not yet gone far enough. 


•WHAT DDKS CANADA ME AX?. 


The inquiry is now being made, what 


docs Canada mean. What meaning is 
to be attached to the measure now be- 
fore the Canadian parliament, having 
for its object the organization of an 
army of 100,000 men duly armed and 
formed into army corps on the same 
plan as that of the Boers, an organiza- 
tion that 'has enabled a small army to 
successfully combat far larger numbers 
for years. It seems a distinguished Af- 
rican cavalry leader, Lord Dundonnld, 
successful in his work against the Boers, 
is to be the organizer and all Canada 
seems to have taken Tip the idea with 
enthusiasm. 
Some timid souls have an 


idea this 
means a fight should the 


United States fail to give up to Canada 
in the matter of the boundary conten- 
tions, and that Canada understands the 
American nation is bent more upon pun- 
is&ing her successful 
soldiers in tho 


Philippines and at home, than it is de- 
sirous of rewarding, that is certain. 


A Chicago paper looks at this thing In 


pretty much the same way that a great 
majority of American people will view 
it. This paper says: 


"Canada is 'honoring and 
taking les- 


sons from the soldiers who have 
service in South Africa.; we, on the other 
1ia,nd, are permitting our soldiers in the 
Philippines, to 
be misrepresented and 


slandered, and are seemingly indifferent 
to their achieveinejits. We are reduc- 
ing our enny to less than 80,000 men; 
Canada 
hers to .100,000. 


What does Canada mean? We cannot 
know exactly, -but ifc^seems as-if sjiy sen- 
sible American ought to^realize that tbJs 
is not« time to trifle wifeh our interests 
or to beat dowtf our military prestige." 


To this it can be added the course of 


our government itself in -beginning to 
book gallant officers 
for alleged 
over- 


zealoueness in the Philippines and the 
course pursued towards Admiral fichley 
and General Miles, has probably induced 
Canada to think the United States, after 
all, acts more like a scolding old woman 
or peevish old man, than a gallant na- 
tion ought to act 'honoring alike its 
brave army and sea officers. The incen- 
tive to honorable and brave 
actions 


should not lie upon the lines of pleasing 
inside pampered official circles and suc- 
cess in tackling and humoring partisan 
leaders. 
' 


MAY CHANGE: CONDITIONS. 


One effect of tihe agitation over the 


meat trust will be a return to a consider- 
able extent of the customs of other days 
when almost every farm sent out live 
stock to the market. Already projects 
are under foot -to restock eastern farms 
with live stock that the markets of the 
eas be supplied from 
more convenient 


points. The same changes will be visi- 
ble in the west arid south, and if the 
supplying 
of meats is diverted more 


and more into local hands the 'better it 
will be for the people. The trust origi- 
nally 'broke up the local markets by a 
process familiar to trust managers, but 
fhe great awakening of the people with 
the 
fact the • administration 
has now 


committed itself to break up the prac- 
tices of the trusts in conspiracies against 
orderly trade, may prevent the installa- 
tion of plants or adoption of methods 
through which the local butcher was 
brought to time. 


There are thousands of acres not the 


(best in the world for fche raising of crops 
that are all right for cattle raisin';?, and 
•the farmers may just as well pocket in- 
creased gains as the concentrated con- 
cerns in distant cities. It if be slid a 
trust or combination has a right to con- 
sult togethoi and make a price, this 
rrray be conceded, but 
this price, of 


course must be the same 
everywhere, 


and no agreements of t»he nature of 
those effected 'between the meat packers 
as relates to their customers should 
stand-in law for ,1 moment. 


If the meat packers, for instance, re- 


duce prices in a certain district to bring 
a recalciterant to time the law, prompt 
in its application should compel the 
combine to make this reduced price ap- 
ply everywhere, and this sort of thing 
would effectually 'break up a most per- 
nicious practice of our trusts. The su- 
gar trust employed this -method last 
year to bring to time some obnoxious 
trade opponents and -the spectacle was 
presented of sugar being sold in one ter- 
ritory at a price entirely different than 
in another territory almost 
adjacent. 


If the government presses the prosecu- 
tion, let us be milder and say investiga- 
tion of all these alleged trusts, and then 
act upon the results attained if it is 
found 
wrongful 
combines exist, the 


peaceful remedy will 'have been 
found 


and the American people have a dark 
shadow removed from the land. 


THE 19O2 SUGAR FIEl/D. 


Some misleading figures have been 


given of the world's sugar crop and con- 
sumption, but official fibres as near as 
can be substantiated from 
most avail- 


able sources as given in monthly sum- 
mary of commerce .and finance makes 
the consumption for the current year 
run behind the world's production about 
half a million of tons, that is to say, 
there is an overproduction of sugar go- 
ing on at the present time. The total 
average consumption has been nearly 
10,000,000 pounds and for this current 
year is expected to reach that imposing 
figure. 
The estimated production 
is 


placed at 10,710,000 tons, of which there 
amount 
there will be of cane 
sugar 


3,850,000 tons and of bet sugar 6,860,000 
tons. 


The cane( sugar crop is distributed as 


follows: The United States, meaning 
Louisiana, 200,000 tons; Porto Rico, 
100,000 tons; Hawaiian islands, 875,000 
tons or total for this country and pos- 
sessions of 600,000 tons. Then Cuba is 
placed at 875,000 tons, the British West 
Indies at 165,000 tons, this division in- 
cluding the islands of Trinidad, Barda- 
does, Jamaica 
and 
Antigua and St. 


Kitts, The Danish West Indies are 
credited with 13,000 tons, the 
French 


West Indies at 67,000 tons, being the isl- 
ands of Martinique and Gaudeloupe, 
Hayti and Santo Domingo are allowed 
45,000 ton*?, Lesser Antilles 8,000 tons, 
Mexico 95,000 tons, Central America 10,- 
000 tons, South America, 539,000 tons, or 
grand total for America of cane sugar, 
2,496,000. 


The cane sugar of other countries is 


as follows: Asia, 857,000 tons, which in- 
clude that of the Philippines, given at 
70,000 tons; 
Australia and Polynesia, 


160,000 tons; Africa, 275,000 tons; Spain 
33.000 tons; a total of 1,334,000 tons. 


Beet sugar exceed largely cane sugar, 


owing to the enormous 'bounties offered 
by European governments, a 
system 


that has compelecl those at home to pay 
three times as much as the price for- 
eigners were enabled to buy at. The 
beet sugar 
production of Europe is 


placed at 
6,710.000 
tons and that for 


this country is placed at 150,000, which 
will be largely added to, owing to in- 
creasing numbers of beet sugar factories 
being built and placed in .active opera- 
tion. It the treasury estimates are cor- 
rect there will be an overproduction for 
this year of over half a million of tons, 
which can 
hardly help but to 
afTeot 


prices. 


IN KANSAS. 


Wliiie opponents of Prohibition have 


had their \v<hn.ck at the thing and criti- 
cisms have bcnii freely made of the nar- 
row-mindedness of the creed, which if 
successful legally establishes the princi- 


ple of law that any majority of men can 
bind the minority .to any method of 
dress, of eating, drinking and of "behav- 
ior, yet it is but fair to give credit to 
the other side occasionally. Governor 
Stanley of Kansas, a. Prohibitionist of 
much earnestness, is pleased with the 
manner in which the Prohibition; law 
has been enforced in his state and de- 
clares it has been a great success. On 
the occasion of the twenty-first anniver- 
sary of the establishment of Prohibition 
in his state the other day3 the governor 
said: 


"Prohibition 
in Kansas 
has been 


marked by very 'beneficial results, and 
this is apparent to anyone who will 
travel through any of the license states 
that may be selected and note the differ- 
ence in the types of young men in the 
two states. There are thousands of 
young men in Kansas who never saw a 
saloon, and will avoid it, if for no other 
reason, because it is under the ban of 
the law. There are thousands of men 
who would probably 
patronize the sa- 


loon if sanctioned oiy law, but wJio shun 
it since the law brands it as an Ishmael- 
ito among the legitimate enterprises of 
the community." 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 
The report has been sent out from 


Washington that if any 
constitutional 


convention is called' to consider the 
amendments now under discussion, that 
any such convention will take the bit in 
itsiiteeth and proceed-to enact an entire- 
ly new federal constitution, or 
else 


change the 'present one to such an ex- 
tent 
. it could hardly be recognized. 


fThere are a number of amendments pro- 
posed and a number already offered in 
congress. It appears the really one 
necessary amendment is that of an 
amendment to make sura of the presi- 
dential -succession, that in to cure any 
doubt that the law enacted by congress 
several years ago, providing for the or- 
der of presidential succession is unconsti- 
tutional. The amendment providing for 
a, direct vote of United States senators 
by the people is desirable, but not actu- 
ally necessary. There are other pro- 
posed amendments, one providing for a 
change in presidential inauguration day; 
another providing for a lengthening out 
of the presidential term to six to eight- 
years. 


Then, there is the anti-trust amend 


ment, and the suggestion made some 
time since that supreme court decisions 
should not 'be subject to new trials. 
There are as many proposed amend- 
ments as there are senators arid con- 
gressmen almost, at least there would 
certainly be when it was understood a 
constitutional amending convention was 
to be called. Then not to be forgotten 
is that other amendment, 
proposed 


many times., that the 
federal constitu- 


tion nowhere recognizes God, and that 
this must he remedied if we expect to 
continue on and prosper as a people. 


But it is not necessary to call a con- 


vention. The senate and house can pass 
any amendment 'by a two-thirds vote, 
and provided two-thirds of the states 
also ratify it, then a new amendment 
will be added to the constitution. Con- 
gress can in fact enact any number of 
amendments, and if the states ratify 
them, Mrhy, the constitution is growing 
without the formality of a convention. 
But let us be candid in this matter, and 
admit the federal constitution is very 
good as it is, and if no amendment is 
added, the nation at large will continue 
on about the same. 


An exchange is informed 
that any 


American 
syndicate purchasing ships 


built in England will naturally continue 
sailing them under the British flag, . for 
the reason a little law of ours prevents 
any other course being taken. It has 
1)een sought to repeal this law which 
would enable American citizens to buy 
ships abroad and then obtain an Ameri- 
can registry, but so far all attempts 
have failed. The government is the only 
party who can successfully buy vessels 
abroad and then put the American flag 
over them, as it did in the Spanish war. 
Morgan can buy abroad all the foreign 
Unas he is so minded, and ha and other 
American citizens can own them and 
run them, but they can not fly the 
American flag, the law forbidding nn 
American registry. If, however, a sub- 
sidy law be enacted it 13 feared by many 
that a provision may be made by which 
foreign vessels may 'be bought and take 
subsidy from 
the national treasury, 


through'no such provision has as yet 
been inserted. 
But ns matters now 


stand no vessels but those built strictly 
in this country can secure registry. 


The worst yet cornea from a Chicago

DEFECTS W annSNESOTA PKIMARY 


Now that the Minnesota primary elec- 


tion law as applied in the city of St. 
Paul has 'been tested there is arising a 
'demand for a revision. , 
The defects of 


th6 law are plainly visible and the St. 
Paul Pioneer"; Press, which has^ been a 
steadfast, favorable 
exponent 
of the 


law previous -to the last . .painful results 
now voices a list of defects from which 
it says the law must be purged, 


One great defect or fault is that the 


law confines the choice of • the voter to 
the. usual class of office' seekers— self- 
appointed : candidates, those 
who 
can 


hustle for signatures and pay the bills 
for 
services 
done and 'fee required. 


This defect leaves no choice to Voters, 
except for some one or this class. An- 
other objection, says this paper, is that 
the primary law does not provide a way 
for the ascertaining of the" will of the 
voters, that is a majority of the voters 
in either party when a number erf candi- 
dates present themselves. 
The law, as 


it now stands: "When the vote of the 
partj' is so divided that neither party 
has a majority, imposes upon the party 
as its candidates, the choice of a mi- 
nority, perhaps of a small minority, of 
its voters." It is all right when there 
are btst two candidates, for one must 
have had the absolute majority of the 
delegates., but when there are more the 
candidate having the largest vote is suc- 
cessful, no matter how many candidates. 
Thus, with five candidates, as had the 
Republicans at the last election out of 
8,635 votes cast one received' 3,312, the 
second 1,897, the third 1,407, the- fourth 
1,209, the fifth. 620, and sixth 130. Thus 
the first had 38 per cent of the total 
Republican votes and certainly was a 
minority victor. 


The Pioneer Press expresses douibt if 


the system, anyhow, should be applied 
to anything outside of municipal and 
county offices, saying as to this: "The 
city or -the county may be regai'ded as a 
homogeneous political unit, analogous 
to the New England town meeting. It 
may, therefore, perhaps properly dis- 
pense with the delegate convention, and 
its people assembled at the polls may 
get better results on voting directly for 
those they wis'h to nominate. There is 
the less objection to this because there 
are no party issues involved in city or 
county elections — even though 
the con- 


test is carried on by party organizations 
on party lines." 


But congressional districts 5,nd the 


•state are constituted of more units and 
where units are gathered together then 
expression of voters can not be had as 
in town meetings, and that it is only 
through assemblies of the chosen repre- 
sentatives of the people that the diverse 
communities can be properly represent- 
ed. Tlie delegate conventions, says the 
Pioncex Press, is the party legislature. 
arid," continues this paper, "it is the 
highest "expression of its organic unity. 
It lays down tK6 political law of the 
party in its platform. It designates the 
committees who are to carry on the 
campaign work of the party. Without 
the delegate convention there can be no 
party organization, 'no organic party 
unity, no party law or party platform, 
The primary election law carried to: the 
extent demanded 'by its extreme advo- 
cates means the disintegration of politi- 
cal parties. 


"Whatever, 
therefore, may be the 


merits of the primary election system 
as applied to an autonomous political 
unit, like a city or a county, it cannot 
be properly applied to an aggregation of 
diverse communities like a congression- 
al district or the state at large. The 
objections to it are so serious, and we 
have not stated them all, and they are 
beginning to be so well understood, tha/t 
there is no probability that it will ever 
be extended to state officers, and it is 
more than likely that it may be limited 
to cities of considerable size and perhaps 
to counties also. The •villages and towns 
arc arrayed against its introduction in 
their elections. But it will require agood 
deal of amendment to do away with its 
otbvioiis defects in municipal elections." 


Precisely the same objections apply to 


any primary election law, only the one 
contemplated for this state went still 
further and overwhelmed the voters in 
a perfect maze of political committees.

It was 
also shown in the same speech that 
upon tho discovery of gold in the .Klon- 
dike country Canada, just moved her 
boundary line and tlierc is not a great 
deal of doubt, moved the boundary 
stones 'it is intimated, taking in a stretch 
of gold bearing country at Forty Mile, 
on the Porcupine and other stations 
in 


the vicinity.

It is not noticed 
England-is giving points to this country 
on account of 'blood, thicker than water 
stuff, and wlille we permit her to run 
large mule camps in Louisiana and even 
to surround them with stockades, with 
English, sovereignty inside, way up in 
the north 'we are permitting Canada to 
deprive us of valuable gold bearing t<?r- 
ritoiy and to, effect a highly valuable 
sea entrance to her serious detriment. 


The most perfect combination in the 


world is that of the coal operators, and 
figures lately printed show that the 
mine owners and railways 
absolutely 


can fix: the price of coal everywhere in 
the country andean- with equal abso- 
luteness, limit the production. Yet At- 
torney General Griggs, asserts the coal 
trust: has' not yet arrived at that point 
as has the meat trust, in -being contrary 
to the Sherman ani-trust law. The out- 
put of each coal company is figured out 
even to-the decimal point, if figures re- 
cently nmde public are correct, .and 
they seem to be.

FORT DE FRANCE, Island of Mar- 


tinique, Manday, May 19.—The expedi- 
tion sent to recover the bodies of the 
American and British" consuls at St. 
Pierre today, nearly resulted in a fear- 
ful horror. The vessels taking part in 
the expedition were the United States 
steamer Potomac and the British cruis- 
er Indefatigable. The Potomac, under 
the command of Lieut. Benjamin B. Mc- 
Cormick, arrived there first, at 11 o'clock 
in the morning and landing working par- 
ties. One party went to the site of the 
American consulate and the other head- 
ed by Lieut. MeCormick, went to the end 
of the town to the spot where the Brit- 
ish consulate stood, from where the lieu- 
tenant could see Mont Pelee and noticed 
that a huge column of smoke and gas 
was pouring out of the crater, in a man- 
ner similar to the eruption of May 8 
last. He thereupon rushed to the site 
of the American consulate and ordered 
all hands to the boats. The American 
sailors picked up a heavy, metallic coffin, 
in a wooden case, containing the remains 
of the United States consul, Thomas T. 
Prentis, and carried it to a boat. The 
American party was in imminent danger. 


white walled ouildings

with roses. . Nature seemed in harmony 
•with the spirit of the festivities. The

The 
United States armored cruiser Brooklyn 
whoch was to take Gen. Wood away, and 
the steamer Morro Castle of the Ward 
line, on which the troops were to em- 
bark, as well as the foreign warships 
which had been sent by their govern- 
ments to be present at the birth of the 
new Republic, were, dressed with streams 
of signal flags, fore and aft, man-of-war 
fashion. The American 
colors, 
which 


were to be hauled down in a few hours, 
still floated above the grim walls of the 
fortresses which guard the entrance of 
tbe harbor. . 


The early morning was cool and de- 


lightful, and the entire population, re- 
inforced by thousands of visitors, was 
abroad soon after daylight. All was ani- 
mation 
and 
expectancy. The streets 


were thronged and the air was filled with 
a eeaseless'din. The babel of voices was 
drowned by tbe sharp cries of drivers 
and the clangor of warning hells.

on the pedestal where formerly stood a 
statue of Queen Isabella.

pedes first throw to the breeze in 1808, 
at the opening of the Ten Years' "War, 
raised by the act of the United States 
above the palace.

AMERICAN REGIME IN CUBA 


A List of Many Improvements in the 


Island Since Freed From 


Spanish Rule. 


NEW YORK, May 20.—In a dispatch 


from Havana the World publishes over 
the signature of Gen. Leonard Wood, a 
review of the work accomplished during 
the American regime in the island, the 
government of which will be handed over 
today .to the Cubans. 


Public order, says the article, is per- 


feet throughout the island. Cuba is frea 
from nil contagious diseases 
and its 


death rate compares favorably with that 
of the United States. 


An efficient and well equipped school 


system has been established. 
"The hospitals, charities and jails have 
been reorganized, rebuilt and rer-cquip- 
pecl. 


During the last year 25 per cent of 


the total revenues of the island went in- 
to public education. Schools have been 
constructed at the rate of more than one 
a day for the past year. 


The lighthouses have been rebuilt and 


re-equipped and two first class lights 
have just been completed on the Colora- 
do reefs. 


The ports and harbors have, been ful- 


lv supplied with buoys and launches for 
harbor patrol work and a fleet of revenue 
cutters built and the service fully organ- 
ized and equipped. The same is trim of 
the custom house service and launches. 


Complete quarantine, and immigration 


service has been established. 


The courts have been reorganized and 


re-equipped. 


Free schools for typewriting and sten- 


ography have been opened. 


A new law of public works has been 


written on the lines followed by the Un- 
ited States government. 


Cities like. Santiago and Havana have 


undergone a sanitary reconstruction. 


The payment of public officials is prac- 


tically on the same system as employed 
by tiie United States government. 
' In short Cuba is turned over in a well 
ordered, healthy condition and the new 
government >will find all 
departments 


well equipped and in good running order. 


In a dispatch, to the American 
and 


Journal, President elect Palma says: 


"I have nothing but gratitude for the 


American people for giving us our inde- 
pendence. Cuba is grateful and never 
will forget what the mother of republics 
has done for her." 


In the meanwhile the Indefatigable 


had arrived oil St. Pierre, but left shore, 
heading for the sea, blowing her siren. 
At that time a huge stream of molten 
matter was pouring into-the sea, raising 
columns of steam, and the whole sea was 
hideous, having turned a yellew green 
color.

Telephone Burned Out, Room FilledWith

Morrison Bartleson of ives Paralyzed 


on the Left Side. 


Rendered Cnconsclous tor an Hour—ChrU 
' . tiitn Nelson Hut a Most Mcraculou* 


Escape. 


Morris Bartelson, a resident of Ives, 


was 
struck 
'by lightning 
yesterday 


morning while out on the farm of Chris- 
tian Nelson ip the town of Caledonia, 
about three miles west of the city. 


1 Bartelson was standing, witli Nelson 
in the shade of a straw-stack during the 
electrical storm--when the bolt struck
